Brig. Gen. Hérbert Deekyne, now as- 
sistant to the Chief of Engineers, is 
held \\ikely to become chief of the 
corps and Col. William PF. Wooten to 
gain the grade of Brigadier General as 
assistant to Gen. Deakyne. 

There has peen a drive in the Lower 
Mississippi Valley States to have the 
highest honor go to Col. Wooten but 
the current gossip is that he will have 
to accept second place this time. 
President Hoover is thoroughly iamil- 
jar with Col. Wootén’s work in the 
flood control task and doubtless would 
like to have the author of the Spill- 
way Plan in a place of authority to 
further the flood control project 
adopted by Congress. 

Col. Wooten is a native of North 
Carolina and was graduated from West 
Point in 1898. His first service was in 
the Philippines whe he was engineer 
officer on Gen. MacArthur’s staff and 
in command of a detachment. of engi- 


neers and scouts in the field in a cam- 
paign ending in the capture of Dagu- 
nm. He served also under Gen. 
Schwan in the Southern Luzon cam- 
paign. 
He commanded the Fourteenth En- 
gineers attached to the British Third 
_ Army in France from Aug. 18, 1917 to 
July 6, 1918. During nine months of 
this time he was continuously on the 
British front just scutn of Arras, five 
miles from the extreme front line. He 
became Engineer of the Third Army 


Corps and was chief engineer of the 
Army of Occupation in Germany. 

Prior to the World War, Col. Wooten 
had important civilian engineering as- 
signments. In collaborasion with Mr. 
Bowden, the Canadian engineer, he 
made the lake survey at Detroit on the 
St Lawrence waterways project. He 
was stationed at New Orleans: during 
1926 and 1927, and became Chairman 
of the Spliway Beard, which became 
an almost vital factor in flood control 
in the lower valley. 

“MAN IN GREEN HAT” 

The ¢apital’s most famous bootleg- 
ger—‘The Man in the Green Hat”— 
has been in and out of trouble again.
